healthv 
body and pure mind without stunting 
their growth by vicious habits. 
At the First Congregational church 
Sunday night Prof. Shannon brought 
out some very impressive tru th s. He 
dem onstrated that such was the influ 
s tc e of alcoholism upon heredity that 
if parents were both drunkards, and 
their children 
drunkards 
unto 
the 
fourth generation, then that family 
would he blotted out, and there would 
not be any fifth generation. 
He gave the result of his investi­ 
gations among the criminal, the feeble 
minded and the weak, and showed 
how' vice was largely responsible for 
bringing in to lh© 
world 
children 
w boe* whole lives were thus handi­ 
capped . 
Two public meetings are to be held 
under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A.

Berlin, Nov. IT.—More than 21,000 


German physicians from small towns 
and country districts have decided to 


follow the example of their profes­ 


sional brethren in Great Britain and 
^ declare a “doctors’ strike” against 
I sickness and accident insurance asso- 
j elations established under 
the 
im­ 
p e ria l insurance law#s. They complain 
I 
[against certain regulations under the 
j laws, which they say militate against 
them, particularly one depriving the 
patient who is a member of an or­ 
ganization cf any say in the cnoice of 
the physician by whom he desires to 
be treated. 
They object, too. to the 
wide discretion given to tho organiza­ 
tions in the matter of contracts "itll 
physicians. 
The decision to declare a strike 
against these regulations was reach­ 
ed at a meeting in Berlin 
of 
more 
than 800 delegates from all over Ger­ 
many . 
More than two-thirds of all the Ger­ 
mans are members of insurance or­ 
ganizations. which have th* ir own 
contract physicians and the remain­ 
ing medical field 
is 
over-crowded 
The number of medical students in 
Germany has risen from 8.300 in 19»>5 
to 14.000, an increase utterly dispro­ 
portionate to the increase of popula­ 
tion. 
The result is. 
according 
to 
statistics, that half of all tile physi­ 
cians have incomes less than $1,500 
yearly. 
The doctors of 
Berlin, 
Dresden, 
Hamburg and other large cities did 
not join in the movement, owing, it 
was said, to the desperate competi­ 
tion among them.

Berlin is not usually looked upon 
as an important “seaport,” for almost 
as much water passes daily through 
its water mains as through the little 
river Spree on which it is situated 
The navigation interests of the Ger­ 
man capital are so important, how­ 
ever, that after opening a large new 
harbor on the eastern side of the city 
only a few weeks ago at a cost of 
about $8,000,000, the municipality has 
just decided to build another one on 
the western side which will cost al­ 
most. as much. 
It will cover, includ­ 
ing warehouses and grounds used for 
harbor purposes, seventy-five acres. 
This step is taken in anticipation of 
a very large increase in canal and 
river shipping after the opening of 
the new canal at Stettin, now nearing 
completion. 
In view of its improved shipping 
facilities 
and 
enlarged 
waterways 
Berlin looks forward to a more rapid 
development of its manufacturing and 
commercial interests.

buy it cheaply, there is little induce­ 
m ent for the farm er to spend money 
producing a firs! class article. 
We 
may as well dispose right here of the 
argum ent that clean milk can be pro­ 
duced as cheaply as dirty milk. 
It 
can not be done. 
“Clean milk 
means 
whitewashed 
barns, means cows kept 
clean 
with 
brush and comb, means bedding on 
the floor, means tight floor and ceil­ 
ing and sanitary surroundings, free 
from excessive dust in the air. 
It 
m eans men of enough intelligence to 
milk in a sanitary manner and to be 
able to appreciate what it m eans to 
obey regulations w hether the inspec­ 
tor is at hand or not. All these items 
cost, money. 
“The dealer or the milk retailer 
should understand that a great part 
of this educational work must de­ 
volve upon him. 
He is the link be­ 
tween the dairyman and the consum­ 
er. 
He must know the value of clean 
milk and the cost of clean milk. He 
m ust demand of the farmer a proper­ 
ly produced article and then must de­ 
mand of the consumer a proper price 
for that article. 
“If the producer and retailer are 
one and the same man, then he /n ust 
combine the requirements just stated 
for dealer and producer in one man. 
In other words, the business of retail­ 
ing milk in cities should not be left 
to ignorant or irresponsible parties. 
It is too important a matter. 
The 
health and welfare of your children 
depend too closely on the milk they 
use for you to be unconcerned about 
the knowledge, the 
morals 
or 
the 
legal responsibility of the men who 
deliver that article at your homes. 
“All 
these 
considerations, 
then, 
point to the necessity for careful reg­ 
ulation of milk trade. 
This must be 
tile work of the city. 
W here must 
this 
regulation 
begin? 
Evidently 
where the milk is produced—tile farm 
where the cows are kept, tho barn In 
which they are milked, the men who 
do the work. 
The conditions lintier 
which the milk is produced must be 
light. Failure at this time can never 
j be remedied. 
Dirty milk can never 
be made clean; no amount of strain-

“The city m ust send to the farmer 
a man who knows farmers and dairy­ 
ing. and who understands the diffi­ 
culties under which tho farm er la­ 
bors: a man who, 
knowing 
these 
things, also knows the needs of the 
city consum er and is determined to 
see that every child in the city lias 
an opportunity to drink good milk. 


Such men can not be had for $50 a 
month, but the right salary will find 


the right man. 


“The methods whereby this inspec­ 


tor is to reach the farm er aud im­ 


prove his conditions can only ne very 


briefly discussed in this article. The 


most successful method used so far is j 
the score card. 
Tills card puts on 


paper in tangible form the facts con­ 
cerning each farm er’s equipment and 
method of doing work. 
The tactful 
inspector furnishes the farm er with a 
duplicate card and points out to him 
the weak places in his work, and 
shows him how' they may best be 
rem edied. 
“Farm inspection should bo supple­ 
mented by occasional 
collection 
of 
samples on the street. Wagons should 
also be inspected and tem perature of 
milk when delivered should be re ­ 
corded. 
City bottling plants or other 
centers for distribution should be un 
ter tho direction of the milk inspector 
and should be required to maintain 
sanitary conditions. 
Bacterial counts 
should be made frequently in order to 
check up the work of inspection on 
tile farm and in milk plants. 
“ You can have cheap milk if you 
w ant it. but remember that cheap 
milk means slack methods of produc­ 
tion. means 
intestinal 
troubles in 
children, means an occasional out­ 
break of scarlet 
fever, 
or 
typhoid, 
means anxiety and trouble.”
